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Q. What is Reformed Worship?

By 
receiving God's mercy through Christ, we enter into an everlasting covenant with God, who 
promises to love us forever, even as we covenant to be faithful followers of Jesus Christ. For those 
interested in learning more about the Reformed tradition, consider purchasing the booklet What It 
Means to Be Reformed available at www.FaithAliveResources.org.
